TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
WHITLEY  AND  MONKSEATON  URBAN 
DISTRICT  COUNCIL, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  during  the  year  1938. 
The  report  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated  in  Circular 
1728  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  I  have  to  report  an 
increase  in  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  e.g.  Scarlet  Fever  104 
cases  in  1938  as  against  45  cases  in  1937;  Diphtheria  48  cases 
in  1938  as  against  24  cases  in  1937;  Erysipelas  24  cases  in 
1938  as  against  11  cases  in  1937.  Other  districts  in  the  North 
have  had  the  same  experience  and  as  far  as  I  can  judge  the 
only  factor  common  to  all  has  been  the  lack  of  sunshine. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  increased,  313  births  having  been 
registered  in  1938  as  against  265  births  in  1937,  an  increase  of 
48.  It  is  of  interest  in  considering  the  character  of  our  popu¬ 
lation  that  while  the  population  in  1938  was  increased  by  48, 
the  houses  built  were  increased  by  276. 

There  was  a  decrease  of  17  in  the  number  of  deaths  and 
the  average  age  at  death  was  64-54  years,  which  is  satisfactory. 

I  regret  that  there  is  no  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
the  Briar  Dene  Stream  and  Seaton  Burn.  Briar  Dene  Stream 
rises  in  the  Backworth  region,  its  original  source  being  field 
water,  but  is  fed  mainly  by  pit  water  from  the  Backworth  Col¬ 
lieries.  One  main  tributary  consists  of  field  drainage  water  from 
New  York,  Murton  and  West  Monkseaton  areas  and  joins  the 
stream  at  the  Bee  Hive  Inn.  The  pollution  consists  of  Barium 
Sulphate  which  is  contained  in  the  pit  water.  It  cannot  be  denied 
that  the  stream  depends  in  the  main  on  pit  water  for  its  flow. 
The  Backworth  Collieries  Ltd.,  have  installed  a  plant  for  the 
extraction  of  the  Barium  Sulphate  and  now  claim  that  98% 
of  the  solid  matter  is  extracted  from  the  pit  water.  I  have  seen 
samples  at  various  points  in  the  flow  of  the  effluent  and  con¬ 
sider  it  not  too  objectionable.  Unfortunately  in  the  years  before 
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the  marketable  value  of  this  Barium  laden  effluent  was  dis¬ 
covered,  a  deposit  of  Barium  silt  has  been  left  from  the 
Backworth  Colliery  to  the  outlet  to  the  sea.  It  is  this  heavy 
deposit  on  the  bed  and  sides  of  the  stream  that  is  the  main 
cause  of  the  constant  fouling  which  is  aggravated  during  any 
period  of  extra  storm  water.  I  am  afraid  it  will  be  some  years 
before  this  heavy  sticky  deposit  will  be  washed  away.  Further¬ 
more  once  a  fortnight  the  washings  from  the  coal  washing 
plant  are  also  discharged  into  the  stream. 

Seaton  Burn  remains  the  same  coal  dust  laden  stream. 


Milk. 


I  am  glad  to  report  a  general  improvement  in  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  milk  sold  in  your  area  and  it  is  the  practice  of 
your  Health  Department  to  keep  a  vigilant  eye  on  all  milk 
producers  and  retailers  in  the  district. 

Seven  Tuberculous  cows  were  slaughtered  in  the 
County  as  a  result  of  the  examination  of  samples  of  milk 
exposed  for  sale  in  the  district. 

The  work  of  the  Department  is  increasing  and  the 
demands  of  A.R.P.  are  very  heavy.  I  wish  to  pay  a  tribute 
to  Mr.  Holden,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his  great  help 
and  co-operation  and  to  the  rest  of  the  staff  for  their  ready 
willingness  to  perform  their  duties.

(d)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

During  the  year  a  new  18  h.p.  Austin  Ambulance  was 
purchased  by  the  Council  to  remove  non-infectious  cases  and 
accidents  to  the  appropriate  hospitals  in  Newcastle  and  Tyne¬ 
mouth. 


The  Talbot  Ambulance  was  repaired  and  kept  as  an 
emergency  ambulance. 
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Two  new  ambulances  were  purchased  by  the  Earsdon 
Joint  Hospital  Board  to  replace  ambulances  which  had  been  in 
constant  use  for  a  number  of  years. 

One  is  situated  at  the  Scaffold  Hill  Isolation  Hospital 
and  the  other  at  the  Wallsend  Isolation  Hospital. 

(e)  Hospitals. 

I  have  to  report  an  extension  of  hospital  facilities  for 
the  treatment  of  Infectious  Diseases  by  the  inclusion  of  Walls¬ 
end  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  under  the  administration  of 
the  Earsdon  Joint  Hospital  Board.  Thus  Scaffold  Hill 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  and  Wallsend  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  of  both  of  which  I  am  Medical  Superintendent  are 
available  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases. 

SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1. — Water.  The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  mains 
of  Tynemouth  Corporation  except  for  a  small  area  at  West 
Monkseaton  which  is  supplied  from  the  Newcastle  and  Gates¬ 
head  Water  Company. 

Samples  have  been  procured  during  the  year  from  all 
parts  of  the  area  and  all  were  found  bacteriologically  pure. 

Chemical  examinations  were  also  carried  out  on  the  samples 
and  all  were  found  satisfactory. 

There  is  only  one  farm  house  in  the  area  which  has  no 
water  main  apart  from  the  houses  situated  in  St.  Mary’s  Island. 
This  house  derives  its  supply  from  a  well. 

The  water  from  the  well  at  Crowhall  Farm  was  sampled 
after  verbal  complaints  and  was  found  unfit  for  use  and  notice 
was  served  on  the  agent  of  the  Rt.  Honourable  Lord  Hast¬ 
ings  to  provide  a  suitable  water  supply  from  the  mains  and  he 
agreed  to  do  this.  A  small  portion  of  the  work  was  in  hand 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Water  is  brought  daily  from  the 
district  mains  for  domestic  use  and  all  water  is  boiled  when 
used  for  Onier  purposes. 

The  water  at  all  times  was  sufficient  in  quantity  and 
quality  throughout  the  district.

The  majority  of  these  will  be 
demolished  along  with  the  houses  scheduled  for  Slum 
Clearance. 


There  are  10  privy  middens  and  3  privy  pails  in  Murton 
Village.  All  the  privy  middens  will  be  removed  under  the 
Slum  Clearance  and  1  privy  pail.  The  other  privy  pails  are 
a  long  distance  away  from  the  sewer.

The 
burning  fumes  from  pit  heaps  outside  the  district,  under  cer¬ 
tain  weather  conditions,  still  cause  considerable  discomfort.

vii.  — Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  Council  are  the  owners  of  the  only  Swimming  Pool 
in  the  district,  situate  at  the  Table  Rocks,  Whitley  Bay.  The 
size  of  the  pool  which  has  been  excavated  from  the  natural 
rock,  is  70  feet  by  50  feet.  The  Pool  is  cleansed  by  tidal 
action.

The  sanitary  condition  and  the  water  supply  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  schools  in  the  area  are  satisfactory,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Roman  Catholic  School,  Park  Avenue. 

The  lavatory  accommodation  at  this  school  should  be 
improved  and  this  matter  is  receiving  our  attention.

Seasonal  Overcrowding.

REHOUSING  SEATON  SLUICE  AND  HARTLEY 

During  the  year  6|  acres  of  land  was  purchased  from 
Lord  Hastings  behind  Hartley  West  End  at  a  cost  of  £3,037 
for  the  building  of  houses  in  connection  with  Slum  Clearance 
at  Seaton  Sluice  and  Hartley. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  erection  of  80  houses 
were  prepared  and  tenders  invited.  The  tender  of  Messrs.  C. 
F.  Thompson  and  Co.,  amounting  to  £25,882  was  accepted  by 
the  Council  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The 
work  has  been  commenced  and  is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

The  construction  of  the  Roads  and  Sewers  and  Water 
Mains  etc.,  for  the  scheme  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Council 
by  direct  labour.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  Road  and  Sewer 
works  is  £3,980. 
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REHOUSING  MURTON  VILLAGE 

During  the  year  an  acre  of  land  was  purchased  from 
Messrs.  J.  H.  Bowran  and  Thos.  James  Swinney  (acting  as 
Trustees)  for  the  erection  of  houses  in  connection  with  Slum 
Clearance  at  Murton  Village,  at  a  cost  of  £125. 

Plans  and  Specifications  for  12  houses  were  prepared 
and  tenders  obtained  as  for  Hartley.  The  tender  of  Messrs. 
Gofton  and  Sons,  amounting  to  £4,658  was  accepted  and 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  the  work  has  been 
commenced. 

The  tender  of  Messrs.  F.  Holmes  and  Co.,  amounting 
to  £975  was  accepted  for  the  Roads  and  Sewers  and  approved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  These  works  have  also  been 

commenced. 


BATHING  STATION 

The  construction  of  a  new  Bathing  Station  and  Con¬ 
veniences  on  the  Northern  Promenade  at  a  cost  of  £4,200  was 
completed  and  opened  at  the  commencement  of  the  season.

Diphtheria. — 48  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and 
one  patient  died.  The  incidence  per  1,000  is  1*75.  On  the 
whole  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type.  Local  Medical 

Practitioners  administer  anti-toxin  at  an  early  stage  and 
general  advantage  is  taken  of  the  free  anti-toxin  supplied  by 
the  Council.  Supplies  of  anti-toxin  are  available  at  all  hours. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 104  cases  were  notified.  The  cases 
were  mild  and  the  rate  per  1,000  population  was  3.79. 

—  f 

Pneumonia. — 27  cases  were  notified,  the  peak  month 
being  December  when  5  cases  were  notified.  The  rate  per 
1,000  of  the  population  was  0.98.,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
some  cases  are  not  notified. 

Erysipelas. — 24  cases  were  notified.  The  peak  month 
was  February  when  5  cases  werd  notified. 

Undulant  Fever. — 1  case  was  notified.  The  disease  was 
contracted  from  infected  milk  in  the  London  area. 

General  Remarks. — Full  use  of  hospital  treatment  is 
made  by  local  practitioners,  but  where  home  conditions  were 
favourable  21  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  5  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
24  cases  of  Pneumonia  and  18  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  treated 
at  home.  Close  contact  is  maintained  by  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  with  the  headmasters  of  all  the  schools  and  prophylactic 
measures  are  freely  discussed. 

There  is  no  scheme  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
but  many  children  have  been  immunised  privately.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  I  have  again  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Services  of  the 
District,  for  your  consideration. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  perusal  of  the  various  pages 
that  a  large  amount  of  valuable  work  has  been  carried  out  to 
a  successful  conclusion. 

Today,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  not  only  a  drainage 
and  building  expert  -  he  is  that  paradox  specialist  whose 
interests  range  from  parasites  to  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere 
and  from  the  inspection  of  foodstuffs  to  the  selling  of  the 
residuals  recovered  from  the  disposal  of  refuse.  The  past 
year  has  seen  a  constant  increase  in  the  duties  attached  to  this 
office  and  the  introduction  of  new  legislation. 

Statistical  tables  will  be  found  under  their  appropriate 
headings. 


THE  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 

All  the  financial  statements  in  connection  with  this  pro¬ 
gressive  and  highly  important  service  are  made  up  to  the  end 
of  the  financial  year,  March  31st,  1938. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Close  observation  of  this  branch  of  the  service  is  very 
necessary  owing  to  the  increasing  number  of  houses  of  the 
villa  type  which  are  erected  in  the  district.  Many  of  these 

houses  are  built  a  good  distance  away  from  the  disposal  point. 

The  length  of  haulage  from  Monkseaton  to  the  refuse 
tip  is  nearly  5  miles  and  the  average  distance  for  all  refuse  is 
3  9/10ths  miles. 

Check  estimates  are  supplied  monthly  and  quarterly  to 
keep  a  grip  on  the  costings  of  this  service  in  order  to  obtain  the 
maximum  efficiency  at  the  lowest  possible  cost. 
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I  have  included  for  your  perusal  the  cost  of  the  services 
per  year,  per  head  and  premises  :

The  costs  are  comparable  with  other  districts  in  the 
vicinity. 

The  district  continues  its  development  and  during  the 
year  a  further  276  houses  were  erected,  practically  all  of  which 
were  of  the  villa  type,  entailing  long  walking  distances  for 
the  dustbin  loaders. 

The  refuse  has  been  cleared  twice  per  week  from  70% 
of  the  houses  and  once  per  week  from  the  remaining  30%,  the 
bulk  of  which  are  situated  at  Monkseaton. 

In  November  the  whole  of  the  dwelling  houses  were 
placed  on  a  bi-weekly  collection,  which  has  been  a  source  of 
satisfaction  to  the  residents  in  Monkseaton. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the  tonnage 
of  refuse  collected;  this  was  mostly  due  to  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  miners  working  at  Seaton  Sluice  and  receiving  free 
coal,  and  the  extra  rubbish  from  the  boarding  and  new  houses, 
comprising  a  total  of  896  tons. 

The  cost  per  ton  was  reduced  2- 1  d. 

The  complaints  received  during  the  year  have  been 
infinitesimal  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  ensure  the 
collections  were  regular. 

It  was  found  necessary,  during  the  summer  months  of 
July  until  the  second  week  of  September,  to  institute  a  collect¬ 
ion  of  refuse  from  the  Lower  Promenade,  Cafes  and  Private 
Hotels  on  each  Sunday.  This  was  completed  before  9  a.m. 

The  checking  and  timing  system  is  still  in  operation  and 
constant  supervision  is  carried  out  to  maintain  efficiency. 

The  Graphs  are  included  for  your  perusal  and  the  ton¬ 
nage  tables  are  set  out  in  detail.

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There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  weight  of  refuse  per 
thousand  of  population  of  1-8  cwts. 

Trade  Refuse. 

During  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1938,  £73  was 
received  for  the  removal  of  Trade  Refuse.  The  new  scale  of 
charges  came  into  force  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1938,  and  up 
to  the  end  of  December  1938,  £205  had  been  collected. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note,  the  tradesmen,  after  numerous 
personal  interviews,  agreed  to  the  charges  based  on  the  amount 
of  rubbish  removed  during  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  receptacles  removed  are  checked  weekly 
in  order  that  the  annual  charges  can  be  calculated. 

The  increase  in  the  revenue  produced  from  this  source 
was  1  -3d.  per  ton. 

Surplus  Refuse. 

The  Department  has  dealt  with  numerous  requests  to 
remove  surplus  refuse  from  various  houses  in  the  district.  These 
requests  frequently  come  from  estate  agents  and  new  tenants 
of  houses  who  very  often  find  all  the  yard  and  outhouses 
filled  with  debris. 

In  many  cases  the  Department  have  removed  old 
couches  which  some  kind  friend  had  deposited  in  the  back 
street  at  night  in  front  of  another  person’s  door. 

Garden  Refuse. 

The  usual  bin  of  garden  refuse  is  still  removed  free 
each  week  and  the  number  of  these  free  bins  continues  to 
increase.  This  may  be  caused  through  the  efforts  of  Mr. 
Middleton  and  his  wireless  talks! 

The  methods  of  refuse  collection  were  explained  to 
three  deputations  from  other  Councils  who  visited  the  district. 

DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

During  the  year  the  whole  of  the  refuse  has  been  dis¬ 
posed  of  at  the  Grove  Quarry,  Old  Hartley. 

All  the  refuse  has  been  disposed  of  on  ‘controlled’  lines 
and  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
recommendations. 
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The  North  Eastern  Centre  of  the  Institute  of  Public 
Cleansing  visited  this  Tip  in  April  and  deputations  from 
Houghton-le-Spring,  Felling,  Washington  and  Bingley 
(Yorkshire)  have  been  given  opportunities  of  studying  our 
methods  of  tipping  and  they  were  supplied  with  information 
on  this  matter. 

The  Caterpillar  Tractor  is  carrying  out  its  useful  work 
on  the  Refuse  Tip  in  consolidating  the  refuse  and  rolling  soil 
and  ashes  into  the  surface. 

The  life  of  this  Tip  is  drawing  to  a  close  and  another 
seven  months  will  see  its  completion. 

10,100  tons  of  refuse  together  with  about  90  tons 
brought  on  to  the  Tip  by  tradesmen,  and  over  200  tons  of 
slaughter  house  offal  were  disposed  of  during  the  year.  The 
slaughter  house  offal  was  not  included  in  the  disposal  costs. 

The  quarry  at  Holywell  Village  will  be  the  next  disposal 
point.  A  small  stream  will  have  to  be  culverted  and  the  refuse 
will  be  tipped  to  form  a  road  into  the  quarry. 

No  definite  decision  has  yet  been  arrived  at  with  regard 
to  the  acquisition  of  the  land  at  the  rear  of  the  Bee  Hive  Inn. 
May  I  say,  with  all  respect,  this  is  an  ideal  site  for  tipping, 
with  easy  access  and  situated  where  there  is  no  property,  with 
the  exception  of  one  farm  house. 

It  is  desirous  for  the  Council  to  press  for  this  land 
which  will  be  an  asset  and  also  supply  the  needs  of  the  district 
with  a  site  to  last  them  for  a  number  of  years  and  save  a 
considerable  amount  of  money. 

The  income  received  from  the  disposal  of  refuse  was 
4d.  per  ton. 

Salvage  and  Utilisation. 

The  revenue  received  for  salvaged  materials  was  £184, 
an  increase  of  £78. 

We  still  continue  to  receive  prompt  attention  from  the 
Thames  Board  Mills  and  they  are  prepared  to  take  more  paper 
and  cardboard. 

There  is  still  a  large  amount  of  useful  paper  which  finds 
its  way  into  the  ashes-bins.  This  could  be  packed  separately  by 
householders  and  thus  help  to  increase  the  revenue  on  the  sale 
of  paper. 
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The  bottles  and  jars  collected  are  all  sterilised  and 
washed  before  they  are  returned  into  circulation  again. 


Garage  Facilities. 

The  extra  tools  which  have  been  sanctioned  by  the 
Council  have  proved  to  be  very  useful. 

Nett  Cost  of  Refuse  Collection  (per  bin).

The  garage  itself  is  far  from  satisfactory  and  it  is  hoped 
it  will  not  be  long  before  other  premises  are  erected  to  house 
all  itihe  equipment  of  the  Department  under  one  roof. 

The  most  desirable  place  for  this  is  the  ground  next  to 
the  chimney  at  Hill  Heads.  This  property  is  at  present 

occupied  by  Messrs.  Smith  and  Johnson,  coal  merchants. 

A  number  of  repairs  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
year  and  it  is  my  endeavour  to  obtain  the  maximum  working 
efficiency  out  of  all  the  vehicles. 

STREET  CLEANSING 

The  financial  details  in  connection  with  this  service  are 
made  up  to  the  end  of  March,  1938. 

The  'beat’  system  is  still  carried  out. 

Every  endeavour  is  made  to  keep  the  streets  in  a  tidy 
condition  though  many  of  the  residents  do  not  give  much  help. 
The  “litter  louts”  (as  they  are  often  termed)  will  persist  in 
throwing  their  papers  and  cartons  into  the  street. 

The  main  streets  are  swept  daily  and  the  main  shopping 
centres  three  and  four  times  daily. 

The  mileage  cleansed  daily  (including  Sundays)  is  20-8 
miles.  Excluding  Sundays  the  mileage  is  23-4  miles  and  27-34 
miles  are  swept  thrice  weekly  which  consist  of  suburban  areas 
and  back  streets. 
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The  whole  of  the  back  streets  (except  one)  are  now 
constructed  in  concrete  and  a  higher  standard  of  cleanliness 
is  therefore  obtained. 

Litter  bins  are  being  constantly  renewed. 

1012  tons  of  street  debris  was  removed  during  the  year. 
This  is  an  increase  of  155  tons  on  the  previous  year. 

At  the  present  time,  the  staff  consists  of  15  men  and  two 

youths. 


Seaton  Sluice  and  Old  Hartley  is  swept  twice  and  three 
times  per  week. 

The  chip  paved  back  streets  in  Clarence  Street  and 
West  Terrace  are  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition  and  are  very 
difficult  to  cleanse  properly.  It  is  to  be  hoped  these  will  be 
resurfaced  in  concrete. 

We  have  had  trouble  with  waggons  engaged  on  build¬ 
ing  sites  which  frequently  drop  mud  and  clay  on  the  highways. 
Byelaws  are  long  overdue  to  enable  us  to  deal  with  this 
offence. 

Two  of  the  sweepers  who  had  reached  the  age  of 
seventy  years  have  retired  on  pension.  They  have  both  given 
a  number  of  years  of  useful  service. 

The  Council  have  provided  overalls  and  suitable 
protective  clothing  to  the  whole  of  the  outside  staff. 


Gully  Emptying,  Channel  Flushing  and  Disinfecting. 

During  the  year  there  was  10,500  gullies  cleansed  and 
resealed  with  a  suitable  disinfectant  in  solution.  The  net 
cost  per  1,000  gullies  was  £9-8-6  and  per  1,000  of  population 
£4.  The  cost  per  gully  inclusive  of  loan  charges  was  5-6d.  per 
gully  and  excluding  loan  charges  l-2d.  per  gully. 

Owing  to  increased  work  on  the  refuse  collection,  the 
gullies  were  not  cleansed  as  many  times  as  in  the  previous 

year. 


The  number  of  gullies  continues  to  increase  and  the 
new  section  of  the  Blyth  Road  (which  has  a  special  type  of 
gully)  is  receiving  the  usual  attention. 
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There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  material  used  for 
the  construction  of  the  road  gullies.  I  am  still  hoping  the 
Council  will  adopt  the  up-to-date  stoneware  gully,  complete 
with  non-corrosive  chain  stoppers. 

Channel  damping  was  carried  out  in  all  the  main 
thoroughfares  during  the  summer  season.  The  main  prom¬ 
enade  was  also  washed  with  disinfectant  (1  part  in  60)  each 
Sunday  during  the  months  of  July  and  August. 

The  total  amount  of  gallons  of  disinfectant  solution 
spread  over  the  roads  in  the  district  was  29,550. 

Cleansing  of  Links,  Promenades,  Gardens  and  Footpaths. 

This  section  of  the  Department  has  been  kept  extremely 
busy  dealing  with  the  sand  and  debris  left  about  by  trippers. 

The  staff  was  augmented  during  the  busy  summer 
months  by  the  addition  of  three  youths  who  were  engaged  in 
picking  up  waste  paper  and  other  waste  materials. 

During  the  week-ends  the  ashes-bin  loaders  gave 
assistance  in  clearing  up  the  debris  before  the  general  public 
were  astir. 

The  fish  stalls  on  Watts’  Slope  may  be  picturesque,  but 
they  are  a  great  source  of  trouble  to  the  staff.  Old  crab, 
winkle  shells  and  prawn  husks  are  found  to  have  been  thrown 
underneath  the  shrubs  and  also  left  at  the  back  of  seats,  thus 
creating  an  offensive  smell.  The  stalls  should  be  moved  on 
to  the  sands. 

During  the  summer  months  the  concrete  imitation  tree 
trunk  litter  bins  were  placed  on  the  Links  and  many  compli¬ 
mentary  remarks  were  made  about  them.  A  number  of  Local 
Authorities  wrote  for  information  about  these  bins,  and  some 
were  purchased  by  Newbiggin  Urban  District  Council.  They 
were  frequently  used  during  the  season. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  last  Bank  Holiday  was  a 
record,  both  with  regard  to  the  number  of  visitors  and  also  the 
amount  of  litter  they  left  behind  them.  6  tons  19  cwts.  of 
rubbish  was  removed  from  the  Links  and  Promenades  in  four 
hours. 

Cleansing  of  the  Foreshore. 

The  sands  were  cleared  up  daily  by  a  man  and  a  youth. 
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The  occupants  of  tents  in  many  cases  leave  all  their 
papers  and  litter  on  the  sands,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
there  are  numerous  litter  receptacles  at  the  top  of  the  steps. 

At  least  16  receptacles  are  necessary  for  placing  on  the 
sands  in  suitable  positions  and  these  should  be  removed  in  the 
evenings  by  the  chair  attendants  in  order  that  the  rubbish 
contained  in  them  can  be  collected  by  the  Cafe  refuse  waggon. 

During  the  Glasgow  Holiday  Week  a  large  amount 
of  seaweed  was  deposited  on  the  beach  and  it  was  necessary 
to  work  a  night  shift  with  the  Caterpillar  Tractor  and  shovel 
in  order  to  remove  it.  Two  men  were  employed  -  one  to  drive 
the  Tractor  and  one  to  tidy  up.  I  estimated  that  over  1,000 
tons  of  the  seaweed  was  removed  back  into  the  sea.  We 
appear  to  be  able  to  deposit  this  without  it  returning  to  the 
shore.  A  deputation  from  Edinburgh  Corporation  and  a  firm 
of  Public  Works  Contractors  visited  the  machine  when  it  was 
working. 

Gritting  and  Snow  Removal. 

The  total  amount  of  money  spent  on  these  services  was 
£61  which  is  practically  the  same  as  the  previous,  year. 

The  schemes  which  were  prepared  worked  out  very 
well  in  practice. 

I  am  again  indebted  to  the  Inspector  of  Police  and  his 
staff  for  their  assistance  in  keeping  in  touch  with  the  Foreman 
and  myself  to  furnish  us  with  information  as  to  the  state  of 
the  roads. 

The  main  roads  are  treated  as  soon  as  possible,  in  many 
cases  before  5-15  a.m. 

There  is  no  doubt  the  mechanical  gritters  are  a  time 
saving  device. 

PROPAGANDA 

The  Department  still  carries  out  its  efforts  to  interest 
the  residents  in  the  work,  with  a  view  to  obtaining  a  higher 
revenue  from  the  sale  of  residuals  and  paper  collected. 

COSTINGS. 

The  appendixes  are  included  for  perusal,  a  copy  of 
which  is  supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  costs  of 
other  areas  are  also  set  out  for  comparison. 
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I  am  responsible  for  checking  all  time  sheets  weekly 
so  that  I  have  a  strict  check  on  the  expenditure  of  each  service. 
This,  together  with  the  time  recorders  enables  me  to  keep  that 
grip  on  the  work  which  is  so  essential. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOODS. 

During  the  year  much  time  has  been  taken  up  in  carry¬ 
ing  out  inspections  of  the  food  supply  of  the  district.  Many 
hours  have  been  spent  in  the  evenings  and  at  week-ends  in 
dealing  with  the  various  classes  of  foodstuffs  produced, 
slaughtered  and  exposed  for  sale. 

One  butcher’s  shop  was  completely  modernised  and  a 
new  butcher’s  shop  was  erected  at  Monkseaton.  It  has  the 
latest  fittings  and  is  glazed  throughout  with  tiles. 

Milk  Supply 

During  the  past  year  the  Agricultural  Act,  1937,  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1938,  the  main  function  of 
which  is  to  establish  a  National  Service  of  Veterinary  Inspec¬ 
tors  to  deal  with  Diseases  of  Animals. 

Local  Authorities  retain  their  functions  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders. 

The  cleanliness  of  milk  which  is  sold  in  the  area  is  not 
yet  satisfactory.  Much  of  this  milk  is  sent  in  from  farms 
outside  the  district.  I  am  pleased  to  report  there  is  a  greater 
effort  on  the  part  of  local  producers  to  keep  the  cows  clean 
and  their  premises  up  to  the  required  standard. 

There  is  still  no  legislation  to  remove  a  producer  from 
the  register  though  strenuous  efforts  were  made  by  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspectors’  Association  who  submitted  a  memorandum  on 
the  question  to  the  Select  Committee  on  the  new  Food  and 
Drugs  Act. 

It  is  surprising  that  so  little  care  is  exercised  by  many 
producers  during  milking  operations.  This  should  be  regarded 
as  the  most  important  work  on  a  dairy  farm. 

Your  Health  Department  have  again  been  active  in 
supervising  the  supply  of  milk  delivered  in  the  district. 

A  large  amount  of  time  has  been  spent  after  ordinary 
working  hours  to  ensure  the  various  clauses  in  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Acts  and  Orders  were  being  carried  out.

Circulars  have  been  forwarded  to  the  various  local 
producers  giving  instructions  to  be  carried  out  during  the 
milking  operations. 

One  farmer  was  served  with  a  notice  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act  1922  to  appear  before  the 
Council  to  shew  cause  why  he  should  not  be  removed  from  the 
register  of  retail  purveyors  on  account  of  the  dirty  milk  he  was 
retailing  in  this  district.  The  farm  was  situated  outside  the 
Council’s  area. 

The  Council  gave  this  man  two  months  in  which  to 
produce  clean  milk.  Failing  this,  he  would  be  removed  from 
the  register.  Since  this  date  there  has  been  great  improvement, 
he  also  stopped  selling  milk  in  this  area. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  a  retail  purveyor  for 
not  washing  out  his  cans  before  leaving  his  premises.  The  case 
was  dismissed  on  a  technical  point.  Your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  myself  were  successful  in  our  representations 
with  regard  to  this  purveyor’s  retail  supply  of  milk  to  the 
schools,  and  he  was  accordingly  stopped  from  supplying  the 
milk. 

The  average  daily  consumption  per  head  of  the  resident 
population  is  0-4  of  a  pint  per  day. 

All  cowkeepers,  dairymen,  retailers  and  shops  which 
sell  bottled  milk  are  registered  under  the  following  Acts  and 


Orders  : — 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act  ...  1915 

Milk  and  Dairies  Amendment  Act  .  1922 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order  .  1926 

Details  are  as  follows  : —

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk. 

The  milk  sampling  which  is  carried  out  in  this  area  is 
more  than  a  casual  duty,  it  is  carried  out  regularly  every  week 
during  the  year  and  samples  are  sent  into  the  laboratory  each 
week  (except  during  the  holiday  periods). 

I  am  still  restricted  by  the  laboratory  to  the  usual  4 
samples  per  week,  though  occasionally  I  have  had  5  accepted. 
I  thank  Dr.  Messer  and  the  members  of  his  staff  for  their  help.

It  is  pleasing  to  report  a  further  increase  in  the  amount 
of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Accredited  Milk  in  bottles;  hundreds 
of  gallons  are  sold  per  day  at  the  same  price  as  ordinary  milk. 

I  have  again  to  report  the  amount  of  unsatisfactory  milk 
which  is  supplied  by  large  multiple  firms  for  “accommodation” 
milk  during  the  week-end.  Copies  of  the  reports  from  the 
laboratory  are  sent  to  each  retailer  and  producer,  together 
with  clean  milk  bulletins.

There  is  an  improvement  in  our  local  producers,  but 
not  from  those  outside  the  district. 

It  is  to  be  hoped,  when  the  new  regulations  (which  can  be 
made  under  the  new  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938)  are  issued,  a 
definite  clause  will  be  inserted  to  institute  proceedings  against 
any  producer  who  does  not  comply  with  a  prescribed  standard 
and  a  definite  standard  for  clean  milk  should  be  introduced. 

The  Elimination  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  from  the  Milk  Supply. 

A  great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  in  the  sampling  and 
taking  check  samples  with  a  view  to  removing  that  arch  fiend 
the  bacillus  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis  from  the  milk  which  is  sold. 

The  methods  are  : — 

1.  The  biological  test  for  the  presence  of  Tuberculosis 
is  requested  for  every  sample  taken. 

2.  Veterinary  Inspection  by  the  Inspectors  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

The  various  Acts  and  Orders  operated  in  conjunction 
with  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938,  aim  at  the  elimination  of 
tubercular  animals  from  the  various  herds. 

It  is  of  great  importance  to  the  community  that  every 
source  of  supply  should  be  sampled  at  least  4  times  per  year. 
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The  number  of  samples  taken  and  examined  was  195 
and  the  following  table  gives  the  details  of  the  report  on  these

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  table  that  10  of  the 
samples  did  not  comply  with  the  necessary  standard,  which 
is  to  be  deplored. 


Inspection  of  vessels  used  for  the  transport  of  Milk. 

Daily  visits  are  made  to  the  Railway  Stations  at  Central 
Monkseaton  and  Whitley  Bay  and  also  the  Milk  Waggons 
from  Broomhill  and  North  Shields  which  deliver  the  Allendale 
and  district  milk.  These  churns  are  examined  for  rusty  in¬ 
teriors  which  cannot  be  readily  cleansed. 
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The  churns  are  also  examined  to  see  the  names  and 
addresses  are  correct  and  that  the  graded  milk  churns  are 
properly  sealed.  This  inspection  is  also  carried  out  on 

Sundays. 

422  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  6  notices  on  owners  of 
rusty  churns. 

140  notices  were  served  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Acts  and  Orders  to  limewash  cowsheds,  dairies  and  to  rectify 
other  breaches  of  the  law  which  may  have  occurred.  Ail 

were  complied  with. 

The  number  of  shops  in  the  district  which  retail 
Sterilised  Milk  is  57.  The  milk  is  delivered  three  times  per 
week  from  two  firms  in  Newcastle  and  one  firm  in  South 
Shields. 

These  shops  or  premises  are  visited  twice  and  three 
times  per  year  and  instructions  given  to  the  shop  keepers  that 
no  seals  must  be  broken  before  delivering  the  milk  to  the 
customer. 

School  Milk. 

The  milk  supplied  to  schools  is  regularly  sampled  and 
a  number  of  samples  have  not  passed  the  required  test. 

One  milk  purveyor  now  practically  supplies  all  the 
schools  in  the  area;  this  ensures  a  better  control  and  samples 
can  be  taken  at  the  dairy  where  such  milk  is  bottled. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  milk  samples  were  taken 
for  the  County  Authorities  from  local  schools. 

Pasteurised  Milk. 

We  have  had  a  little  trouble  with  the  standard  of  this 
milk  during  the  year  and  I  was  in  constant  communication  with 
the  manager  of  the  plant  at  Stockfield. 

Copies  of  reports  of  all  samples  are  sent  to  the  North 
Shields  Society  and  also  to  the  Dairy  where  the  milk  is 
pasteurised. 

It  is  most  essential  that  regular  sampling  of  such  milk 
should  be  carried  out  as  a  matter  of  routine  and  not  in  a 
haphazard  fashion. 
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Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  slaughtering  of  all  animals  which  are  used  for 
human  consumption  has  been  carried  out  as  in  previous  years 
at  the  Public  Slaughter-houses,  Hill  Heads. 

A  good  deal  of  benefit  has  been  derived  from  the  steam 
troughs.  These  certainly  help  to  improve  the  cleanliness  of 
the  premises. 

The  employment  of  a  boiler  attendant  who  also  acts  as 
caretaker  has  been  more  than  justified.  He  keeps  the  yard 
and  premises  in  a  hygienic  condition  and  the  presence  of  flies 
was  noticeably  absent  during  the  summer  months. 

The  slaughter  houses  are  comparable  with  those  of  any 
other  Local  Authority  within  a  wide  area. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  14  tenants  in 
occupation. 

The  inspection  of  meat  is  exceptionally  rigid  and  the 
recommendations  as  set  out  in  Memo  62  Foods  are  carried  out 
to  the  letter. 

All  animals  are  brought  direct  into  the  pens  from  the 
markets,  which  is  a  great  improvement  over  the  railway  trucks 
and  much  time  is  saved. 

The  animals  are  slaughtered  with  the  Cash  Bolt  Pistol 
and  one  Schemer  Gun.  These  are  very  effective. 

The  slaughter  houses  are  open  at  regular  times  from 
Monday  until  Saturday  each  week.  No  slaughtering  is 

allowed  on  Sunday  except  on  special  occasions,  which  occur 
about  four  times  during  the  summer. 

A  post-mortem  is  carried  out  on  each  animal  which 
takes  up  a  considerable  time.  This  entails  working  on  each 
Monday  night  until  9  or  10  o’clock  and  many  Saturday 
afternoons. 

Three  and  four  visits  are  made  daily  and  the  total  for 
the  year  were  2173. 

About  six  pigs  were  slaughtered  on  farms,  which  were 
used  for  human  consumption.  These  were  fully  examined. 

During  the  season  large  numbers  of  frozen  and  chilled 
lambs  from  New  Zealand,  Australia  and  the  River  Plate  have 
been  examined  for  Caseous  Lymphadenitis. 
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Many  carcases  of  chilled  and  frozen  beef  are  inspected 
weekly  for  Bone  Taint  and  Oncheriasis. 

It  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  condemn  and 
destroy  36  lbs.  of  Imported  Meat  which  was  found  to  be  unfit 
for  human  consumption. 

The  inspection  of  meat  shops  has  been  regularly 
carried  out  and  1982  visits  were  made  to  these  premises.  553 
visits  were  also  made  to  fish  and  poultry  shops. 

We  are  very  fortunate  at  Whitley  Bay  in  having  but¬ 
chers  who  kill  and  sell  such  a  high  quality  of  meat,  and  it  is 
doubtful  whether  our  standard  can  be  approached  in  any 
district. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  examined  was 
9,278  which  is  an  increase  of  606  animals  on  the  previous 
year’s  total. 

If  the  following  table  is  perused  it  will  give  some  idea 
of  the  meat  and  foodstuffs  condemned  during  1938.  There  is 
an  increase  of  790  lbs.  over  the  previous  year.

Inspection  of  Meat  Vans. 

During  the  year  the  various  travelling  meat  vans  were 
stopped  and  inspected,  together  with  the  commodities  exposed 
for  sale.  Warnings  were  given  to  have  all  small  portions  of 
Imported  Meat  marked  in  a  suitable  manner. 

The  Inspection  of  Dead  Meat  Slaughtered  or  brought  in  from 
the  Districts  of  other  Local  Authorities. 

The  amount  of  dead  meat  which  is  supplied  to  the  local 
traders  is  increasing,  the  main  portion  of  which  is  supplied  from 
Newcastle-on-Tyne,  and  regular  visits  are  paid  to  the  butchers 
premises  to  carry  out  inspection. 

The  meat  carriers  vans  are  also  inspected  and  two 
warnings  were  given  to  drivers  to  wear  proper  head  coverings. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  the  following  meat 
and  have  it  destroyed  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption  :

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

During  the  year  the  provision  of  the  Act  has  been 
carried  out  to  the  letter  and  the  whole  of  the  Humane  Killers 
have  been  overhauled  and  no  person  is  allowed  to  use  a  gun 
unless  it  is  in  perfect  working  order. 

I  try  to  reduce  any  cruelty  and  to  have  any  animal 
despatched  without  delay. 

12  slaughtermen  made  applications  to  slaughter  and 
stun  animals  and  these  were  granted  after  tests  had  been 
carried  out. 
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The  Collection  of  Slaughter  House  Refuse  and  Offal. 

The  carts  used  for  the  storage  of  this  refuse  will  need 
replacing  before  next  year  and  the  new  carts  should  be  made 
out  of  galvanised  metal  to  prevent  corrosion. 

The  refuse  is  carried  frequently  to  the  disposal  point 
and  covered  immediately.  A  total  of  200  tons  was  removed 
during  the  year  and  in  many  towns  this  type  of  refuse  is  made 
up  into  a  valuable  fertiliser. 

Inspection  of  Poultry,  Fish  and  Allied  Food  Shops. 

The  commodities  which  are  exposed  for  sale  in  this 
type  of  premises  are  inspected  once  per  week  and  in  some 
cases,  twice. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  the  following 
articles  : — 

1  6  lb.  tin  of  Corned  Beef. 

1  tin  of  Ox  Tongue. 

31  Oysters. 

7  Flukes. 

17  Rabbits. 

9  Chickens. 

These  were  destroyed  in  the  old  destructor. 

A  number  of  grocers  shops  were  also  visited. 

Shellfish. 

All  Shellfish  which  have  been  exposed  for  sale  were 
examined  as  far  as  possible.  Minute  enquiries  have  been 

carried  out  to  ascertain  the  layings’  from  where  such  Shellfish 
were  being  gathered,  especially  with  regards  to  mussels.  (See 
Medical  Officer  s  Report). 

Ice  Cream  Premises. 

The  long  awaited  powers  to  enforce  the  licensing  and 
registration  of  ice  cream  vendors  and  manufacturers  will 
become  law  on  the  1st  day  of  October,  1939.  The  measure  is 
long  overdue  and  the  number  of  hawkers  will  be  reduced. 

One  or  two  miner  alterations  will  have  to  be  carried 
out  to  two  Ice  Cream  Factories  in  the  district. 

Ice  Cream  premises  have  been  inspected  regularly  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  they  were  kept  in  a 
cleanly  condition.  The  total  number  of  visits  made  was  63. 
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Bakehouses. 

All  bakehouses  are  inspected  regularly  and  instructions 
are  given  to  limewash  the  premises  twice  per  year  and  keep 
all  sanitary  conveniences  in  proper  working  order  and  sanitary 
condition. 

Factory  Act,  1937. 

The  number  of  inspections  and  notices  served  under  the 
old  and  new  Acts  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Restaurant  Kitchens  and  Cafes. 

Close  supervision  is  kept  on  this  type  of  premises  during 
the  summer  season  and  149  visits  were  made.  The  commo¬ 
dities  which  are  sold  are  examined  and  one  has  to  be  very  keen 
to  see  the  various  tricks  of  the  trade.  For  instance,  haddocks 
are  sold  as  ‘lemon  soles’’  and  a  good  deal  of  steak  which  is 
served  comes  from  South  America. 

During  the  year  15  notices  were  served  to  limewash 
and  keep  receptacles  clean.  These  premises  are  up-to-date  and 
on  the  whole  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Inspection  of  Temporary  Fish  Stalls  and  Fish  Hawkers’ 
Barrows. 

The  fish  stalls  on  Watts  Slope  are  examined  regularly 
to  see  that  the  commodities  exposed  for  sale  are  fresh.  The 
only  trouble  from  these  premises  is  from  the  winkle  shells 
which  customers  leave  lying  about  the  Links. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  fish  hawk¬ 
ing  barrows  which  frequented  the  district,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  a  rigid  inspection  is  carried  out  and  a  high  standard  of 
cleanliness  is  insisted  upon. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  the  Ministry  of  Health  will  give  the 
Council  the  necessary  powers  to  carry  out  these  functions, 
instead  of  the  County  Council,  under  the  new  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  if  the  duties  are  placed 
under  your  Health  and  Cleansing  Department,  they  will  be 
carried  out  with  efficiency  and  tact. 

The  Disease  of  Animals  Act  and  Orders  and  the  Agricultural 
Act,  1937. 

The  above  Acts  and  Orders  confer  the  powers  to  deal 
with  the  various  diseases  among  the  different  animals  in  this 
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country.  The  State  Veterinary  Service  came  into  force  on 
the  1st  day  of  April,  1938  and  it  is  intended  to  eliminate  as  far 
as  possible  the  diseases  which  at  present  affect  the  farming 
stock  generally.  It  is  too  early  to  give  any  information  as  to 
whether  this  Service  will  prove  beneficial  to  the  general  public. 
In  the  cases  of  tuberculous  milk  it  has  to  pass  through  three 
channels  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  is  too  many;  contact 
should  be  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  each 
Local  Authority  direct  to  the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

I  have  to  report  there  has  been  no  cases  of  Swine  Fever 
in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Service  of  Notices  in  connection  with  Food  Supply. 

It  has  been  necessary  during  the  past  year  to  serve  39 
notices.  These  were  served  under  the  Meat  Regulations  1924 
and  1935  and  the  .Slaughter  House  Bye-laws  relating  to  Public 
Slaughter  Houses  at  Hill  Heads,  and  they  have  all  been  com¬ 
plied  with. 

Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District  and  the  Various 
Notices  served. 

I  have  to  report  that  further  improvements  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  year  to  bring  up  to  the  standard  of 
efficiency  which  is  so  essential  for  a  district  of  this  type,  and 
much  energy  and  time  has  been  spent  by  your  Health  and 
Cleansing  Staff  to  achieve  this  object.  Numerous  works  of 
reconstruction  of  property,  remodelling  of  drainage  and  sani¬ 
tary  fittings,  together  with  many  other  sanitary  works  have 
been  carried  out  in  the  several  wards  of  the  district. 

It  was  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health,  Milk 
and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders,  the  Factory  and  Housing  Acts 
and  other  numerous  regulations  and  bye-laws  to  serve  2930 
notices.  In  73  cases  second  notices  were  served  and  after 
reporting  to  the  Council,  366  Statutory  Notices  were  served. 
Details  of  the  various  contraventions  will  be  found  in  the 
appendix. 


HOUSING 

Details  of  the  work  which  has  been  carried  out  will  be 
found  in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  report  and  a  large 
number  of  inspections  were  carried  out  under  the  Housing 
Consolidated  Regulations,  1925  and  1932,  and  a  number  of 
visits  were  made  in  connection  with  overcrowded  houses. 
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Smoke  Abatement. 

Smoke  observations  have  been  carried  out  at  various 
times  during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  two  laundries  and 
Convalescent  Homes.  On  no  occasions  have  I  observed  any 
nuisance  from  the  Prudhoe  Convalescent  Homes,  but  I  regret 
to  report  that  on  several  occasions  I  have  had  serious  trouble 
with  the  chimney  in  connection  with  the  new  boiler  at  the 
Whitley  and  District  Laundries  and  was  reported  to  the 
Council  during  the  year.  I  have  given  instructions  to  the 
boiler  attendant  and  a  smoke  abatement  chart  has  been  fitted 
to  give  details  of  the  firing  of  this  particular  boiler.  9 

notices  were  served  on  the  manager  and  owners  of  the 
laundry  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  reduce  to  two  minutes 
per  hour  the  emission  of  black  smoke  and  I  have  also  notified 
the  manager  personally  on  at  least  four  occasions.  There  has 
been  a  decided  improvement  and  reduction  in  the  smoke  but  I 
am  not  yet  satisfied  with  the  height  of  the  chimney  or  the 
smoke  preventor,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  number  of 
suggestions  were  sent  in  writing  to  the  manager. 

Trouble  has  been  experienced  with  smoke  from 
domestic  chimneys  and  I  am  indebted  to  Inspector  Dargie  for 
the  following  details  of  action  taken  against  offenders  for 
allowing  their  domestic  chimneys  to  take  fire  :

Offensive  Trades. 


There  are  7  offensive  trades  in  the  district  -  1  tripe 
boiler  and  6  fish  friers. 

A  number  of  applications  were  received  from  various 
persons  to  establish  further  fish  frying  premises  but  the  Health 
Committee  refused  to  grant  any  further  applications. 

The  premises  have  been  visited  regularly,  mostly  dur¬ 
ing  the  evenings  and  the  fish  and  fats  used  were  examined  on 
each  occasion.

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It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  serve  7  notices. 

Visits  are  carried  out  daily  in  connection  with  the  tripe 
boiling  premises  which  are  situated  in  the  Hill  Heads  Slaughter 
Houses  and  on  all  occasions  these  premises  were  found  in  a 
very  cleanly  state. 

The  fish  friers’  premises  on  the  whole  are  very  up-to- 
date  and  modern  equipment  is  installed. 

Inspection  of  Wells. 

The  water  supply  which  is  derived  from  wells  at  the 
Old  Engine  House  and  Crow  Hall  Farm  and  on  the  mainland 
at  St.  Mary’s  Island  was  visited  regularly  during  the  year  and 
samples  were  taken  of  the  water.  In  the  case  of  Crow  Hall 
Farm  and  the  Old  Engine  House,  this  was  found  to  be  very 
unsatisfactory.  The  necessary  instructions  were  given  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  stop  using  the  water  at  the  Engine 
House  well  and  a  notice  board  was  erected  to  prevent  campers 
in  Holywell  Dene  using  this  supply.  Arrangements  were  made 
to  obtain  the  supply  of  water  from  the  public  water  main.  The 
water  at  Crow  Hall  Farm  is  boiled  before  use  and  water  is 
being  brought  daily  from  the  public  mains.  At  the  end  of  the 
year,  steps  were  being  taken  to  carry  the  water  supply  to  the 
farm  and  in  the  other  case,  the  house  will  only  be  used  by  the 
present  tenant  (who  is  over  eighty  years  of  age)  and  after 
this  it  will  be  closed  for  human  habitation. 

Details  of  work  carried  out  in  connection  with  Housing  and 
Installation  of  Washing  Sinks,  Conversion  of  Ashpail  Recep¬ 
tacles  and  Privy  Middens  to  the  Water  Carriage  System. 

New  legislation  (which  is  increasing  year  by  year)  has 
placed  additional  duties  on  the  staff  of  the  Health  and  Clean¬ 
sing  Department. 

Further  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  bring 
Seaton  Sluice  and  Murton  up  to  the  standard  of  the  old  area 
of  Whitley  and  Monkseaton. 

6  privy  middens  have  been  converted  to  water  closets 
during  the  year  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  only  on  Rocky 
Island  the  Ticket  Houses  and  houses  condemned  for  Slum 
Clearance,  are  there  privy  middens  and  privy  pails  in  existence 
where  the  sewer  is  available.  A  portion  of  Rocky  Island  is 
scheduled  for  Slum  Clearance.  The  only  houses  which  are  not 
on  the  public  sewer  and  have  a  privy  midden  or  privy  pail,  are 
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the  Earsdon  Grange  Farm  and  farm  cottage,  the  Water  Works 
House  (which  is  below  the  level  of  the  sewer)  and  St.  Mary’s 
Island. 

All  the  work  entailed  in  the  conversions  was  up  to  the 
usual  standard. 

6  wet  ashpits  were  abolished  and  replaced  by  tapered 
galvanised  ashes-bins. 

2  pail  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets  at  Seaton- 
ville  Farm. 

A  large  number  of  defective  and  badly  laid  drains  were 
tested  and  examined  and  were  found  to  be  defective,  were 
relaid  on  up-to-date  lines  together  with  the  necessary 
inspection  chambers. 

42  sinks  were  fitted  inside  houses,  some  of  which  had 
only  previously  enjoyed  a  stand  pipe  in  the  yard. 

83  water  closets  were  provided  and  in  numerous  cases, 
insanitary  types  were  removed  and  up-to-date  fitments 
substituted. 

117  gully  traps  were  fixed  and  many  of  the  catchpit 
type  were  removed. 

86  new  chambers  were  built  and  in  55  cases  new  inter¬ 
cepting  traps  were  fitted. 

2887  yards  of  drainage  were  relaid  and  covered  with 
concrete.  Buchan  traps  are  always  removed  when  uncovered 
in  drainage  work. 

657  yards  of  soil  pipe  were  renewed  with  heavy  metal 

pipe. 

373  water  tests,  102  smoke  tests  and  22  colour  tests 
were  applied  to  old  and  new  drains  and  a  total  of  864  visits 
was  made  to  drainage  and  conversion  work. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  cleaning  up  the  remainder 
of  the  insanitary  pail  receptacles  which  are  used  for  dry  refuse 
and  open  into  the  back  streets,  during  the  year  36  of  these 
were  converted  to  portable  ash  bins  with  covers. 

Elementary  Schools. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  in  connection  with  the  6 
schools  was  inspected  during  the  vear  and  also  the  washing 
receptacles.  There  is  room  for  improvement  in  the  sanitary 
accommodation  at  the  Roman  Catholic  Schools. 
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Places  or  Public  Entertainment. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  120  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  the  Cinemas  and  places  of  public  entertainment  were 
inspected  four  times  during  the  year  and  it  was  found  neces¬ 
sary  to  serve  8  notices  on  the  respective  Managers.  Sanitary 
certificates  in  connection  with  the  conditions  of  the  sanitary 
conveniences  and  the  sufficiency  of  same  were  issued  for 
presentation  to  the  Licencing  Justices.  Letters  were  also  sent 
to  the  Managers  in  connection  with  the  crowding  of  gangways 
which  is  an  offence  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The 
Inspector  of  the  Northumberland  County  Police  was  also 
notified  of  this  offence  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there 
has  been  great  improvement. 

Public  Houses  -  Sanitary  Accommodation. 

The  supervision  of  these  premises  has  been  carried  out 
during  the  year  and  the  condition  thereof  was  found  to  be 
fairly  satisfactory. 

A  new  hotel  has  been  opened  at  West  Monkseaton  and 
the  sanitary  accommodation  is  adequate  for  their  requirements. 

It  was  observed  that  a  number  of  hotels  had  no  hot 
water  in  connection  with  the  drainers,  for  the  complete 
sterilisation  of  the  glasses,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  I  com¬ 
menced  a  detailed  survey  of  all  licenced  houses  in  the  area 
with  a  view  to  having  hot  water  fixed  to  the  drainers,  the 
elimination  of  all  lead  pipe  connections  to  the  beer  pumps  and 
suitable  drainage  wastes  from  the  drainers  and  sinks  discharg¬ 
ing  over  proper  trapped  gullies. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  two  caravans  and 
one  bungalow  in  the  district.  The  bungalow  comes  up  for 
review  every  twelve  months.  The  two  caravans  are  situated 
at  Murton  Village.  These  have  been  surveyed  and  will  be 
dealt  with  in  1939.  The  number  of  occupants  in  occupation 
at  the  end  of  the  year  were  6  adults  and  3  children. 

One  licence  was  issued  in  connection  with  Red  House 
Farm  (under  Section  269  Public  Health  Act  1936),  to  be  used 
as  a  camping  ground.  6  new  water  closets  were  erected  and  4 
washing  basins  installed,  provision  being  made  for  the  separa¬ 
tion  of  the  sexes.  A  suitable  list  of  instructions  was  issued 
with  the  licence  which  gives  the  Council  complete  control  over 
the  erections  and  ground  in  connection  with  the  sanitary 
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arrangements,  removal  of  refuse  and  the  number  of  erections 
to  be  allowed  per  acre,  and  a  register  is  kept  of  all  occupants 
in  temporary  residence  which  will  be  useful  should  there  be 
any  outbreak  of  infectious  disease.  The  estimated  number 
of  campers  in  the  area  at  one  time  was  100. 

Shop  Acts,  1934, 

As  in  previous  years  satisfactory  progress  has  been 
made  in  administering  the  sanitary  sections  of  this  Act.  By 
perusal  of  the  following  table  you  will  observe  that  a  large 
number  of  notices  have  been  served  and  the  necessary  work 
completed  : —

The  Shops  Inspector,  Mr.  G.  Malcolm,  works  in  close 
co-operation  with  this  department  and  it  has  proved  to  be  very 
efficient  arrangement. 

A  large  number  of  heating  tests  were  carried  out  during 
the  year,  the  total  being  188  and  46  notices  were  served  on 
various  shop-keepers  and  occupiers  to  bring  the  temperature 
up  to  the  required  standard  of  55°F.  which  is  deemed  sufficient 
by  the  Council. 

Any  new  shops  which  are  erected  in  the  district  are 
inspected  immediately,  but  it  would  be  a  decided  advantage  if 
the  plans  of  new  business  premises  were  handed  to  me  for 
perusal  before  being  placed  before  the  appropriate  Committee 
and  it  would  save  the  necessity  to  serve  notices  on  the  owners 
to  alter  accommodation  which  has  been  passed,  but  does  not 
conform  with  the  Meat  Regulations  and  also  other  regulations 
of  this  type. 

Inspection  of  Offices,  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

During  the  year  1 1  visits  were  made  to  offices  in  the 
district  and  in  2  cases  new  sanitary  conveniences  and  washing 
facilities  were  provided. 
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Further  detailed  inspections  will  be  carried  out  to  the 
smaller  types  of  offices  in  connection  with  clothing  clubs  and 
similar  businesses. 

The  premises,  on  the  whole  were  very  up-to-date,  and 
cleaners  were  employed  to  keep  the  premises  clean. 

Removal  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  I  have  received  from 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  244  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
and  acting  on  his  instructions  I  had  the  cases  needing  hospital 
treatment  removed  to  the  hospitals  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Earsdon  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

Disinfection. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  disinfect  161  rooms  following 
cases  of  notifiable  diseases,  and  40  rooms  were  disinfected  on 
request  following  cases  of  non-notffiable  diseases.  The 

various  schools  were  also  disinfected  on  9  occasions. 

The  method  of  disinfection  is  2^ozs.  of  Permanganate  of 
Potash  to  1-2'OZS.  of  Formalin,  which  is  mixed  together  and 
warm  water  added  to  it.  40%  Formalin  is  sprayed  in  connect¬ 
ion  with  schools. 

Disinfestation. 

I  found  it  necessary  during  the  year  to  deal  with  1 1 
houses  which  were  infested  with  bugs  and  fleas.  These  were 
all  houses  which  were  owned  by  private  owners.  The  houses 
which  were  infected  with  bugs  were  dealt  with  by  spraying 
heavy  coal  tar  Naptha,  the  rooms  having  been  heated  to  75°F. 
and  all  openings  sealed  up  and  the  Naptha  was  sprayed  under 
pressure  all  round  the  woodwork  and  walls.  No  complaints 
were  received  after  treatment  by  this  method.
